GENEVA (UPI) — Western 
experts looked hopefully to So- 
viet technology Saturday for 
help in telling the difference 
between underground nuclear 
explosions and _ earthquakes. 
The answer could break the 
East-West deadlock over a ban 
on nuclear tests. 

ironically, if Soviet scientists 
did come through with informa- 
tion not now available in the 
United States and Britain, it 
would mean a prestige victory 
for Russian technology compar- 
able to the Sputniks. 

A report submitted by the U.S. 
Friday at the eight-month-old 
nuclear conference here show- 
ed that American scientists had 
found underground blasts much 
harder to detect than originally 
was believed. The report, pre- 

red under the direction of Dr. 
“Lioyd Berkner, admitted that 
Soviet scientists may be far 
ahead of the West in the field. 

The Soviets were urged to 
share their information with 
the West. It was hoped their 
superior technology on the mat- 
ter could provide new methods 
of detection that would be in-

Today, on the last day of the 
five-clay session, the convention 
is scheduled to elect new union 
executives.

Kishi Said 

Meeting Kono 
To Iron Out 
Tory Dispute 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi is expected to meet 
Ichiro Kono today in an effort 
to heal an open breach between 
them over the controversial 
Liberal-Democratic Party re 
organization plan. 


Kono, the key figure in the 
reshuffle plan, had created a 
mild sensation late Friday 
night by declaring what 
amounted to an open revolt 
against the Kishi faction in the 
rviling party. 

He declared flatly in a pre 
pared statement that he no 
longer would support the 
Prime Minister. 


Kishi and Bamboku Ohno, 
party vice president had 
plugged for Kono to take the 
post of party secretary general, 
but the plan has collapsed in 
the face of strong opposition 
from other leaders of the party, 
including those of the anti- 
Kishi faction. 

Apparently disappointed by 
failure to get the post, Kono 
in his statement blamed Kishi 
for “not giving his full support 
to the plan.” Kono added, 
“I shall not accept any post 
either in the Cabinet or in the 

rty.” 

Meanwhile, Bamboku Ohno, 
vice president of the Govern- 
ment party, held talks yesterday 
morning with Secretary Gener- 
al Takeo Fukuda and Shojiro 
Kawashima, former secretary 
general, in order to seek a solu- 
tion to the impass* that pre- 
vents an early reorganization 
of the Cabinet and the party 
machinery. 

The trio agreed that Ohno 
should make arrangements for 
a meeting between Kishi and 
Kono upon the latter’s return 
here from Osaka today. 

Fukuda told the press that 
Kishi, Ohno, Kono and other 
party leaders would meet today 
at an interment service for the 
late Ichiro Hatoyama, former 
Prime Minister, and they might 
discuss the deadlocked reshuffle 
jlasue after the ceremony.

Finance Minister Eisaku Sato 
said he thought Kono’s mis- 
understanding with Kishi could 
be eliminated if both men had 
a frank talk. 

Sato also said he would turn 
down any offer for the secretary 
generalship that may be made 
to him.

WASHINGTON (AP)—U.S. 
officials said Friday the United 
States is depending upon Japan 
to live up to assurances that 
any repatriation of Koreans 
from Japan to Communist Ko- 
rea would be on a purely volun- 
tary basis. 

There was no comment by the 
U.S. State Department on a re- 
ported agreement between Japa- 
nese and North Korean Red 
Cross delegations at Geneva on 
conditions for the repatriation 
move. , 

“We cannot tell until we see 
the agreement,” one official 
said, “but we expect Japan to 
honor her commitment to sup- 
port voluntary repatriation.” 

The South Korean Govern- 
ment has strenvously opposed 
any repatriation. Ambassador 
You Chan Yang said Friday 
there has been no formal re- 
quest for U.S. intervention. 

However, he said a formal 
appeal will be sent to the United 
States and the 15 other allied 
nations who fough* to defend 
democracy in Korea if confitma- 
tion is received that Japan has 
dropped its insistence on Inter- 
national Red Cross screening of 
the repatriates.

USIA Organ 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Eu- 
gene W. Castle, former film com- 
pany executive and propaganda 
expert, charged Friday that of- 
ficials of the U.S. Information 
Agency (USIA) “have become 
Khrushchev's best press agents 
within the United States.”

The villagers of Kassengahara 
in Yamamoto, Miyagi Prefec- 
ture, are being plagued by rats 
day and night and swear they'd 
give anything for such a 
formula. 


The rats there not only use 
kitchens as playgrounds but 
even crawl into beds at night. 

One had the nerve to bite a 
sleeping man’s toe before beat- 
ing a retreat. 


Mothers claim they can’t 
even put their babies to sleep on 
the floor the way Japanese 
mothers usually do. 

The harassed villagers draft- 
ed all the able-bodied cats in the 
village and set them after the 
rats. 

But the cats are definitely 
outnumbered and fighting a los- 
ing battle. 

Cause of the alarming expan- 
sion in the village’s rat popula- 
tion appears to be the murky 
water flowing out of the Nation- 
al Miyagi Sanitorium near the 
village. 


Gas Masks 
The gas mask, an outdated 
contrivance associated only 


with oldtime warfare, may make 
a comeback in Japan. Not to 
provide against an atomic war 
but to protect locomotive en- 
gineers from smoke poisoning. 
Several engineers have lost 
their lives from suffocation in 
railroad tunnels filled with foul 
air and poisonous gas. The 
most recent accident happened 
on April 6, when a train in Hyo- 
go Prefecture jumped the tracks 
as the engineer swooned after 
inhaling the poisonous gas. 
Recently the Japan National 
Railway authorities issued in- 
structions urging all local rail- 
way districts to try gas masks. 
JNR scientists had found that 
gas masks were most effective. 
Among the first to respond 
to the call were Hokkaido rail- 
way men. They are now ex- 
perimenting with two types of 
masks. Specialists accompany 
the engineers aboard to meas- 
ure the effects on their body. 


Polio Reporting 
Made Mandatory 


Polio yesterday was de 
signated as an infectious 
disease by the Welfare Min- 
istry. 

This means that beginning 
tomorrow, all cases of in- 
fantile paralysis must be 
reported to health centers. 
Patients will be isolated by 
municipal, town and village 
authorities when deem 
necessary to prevent epide- 
mics. ’ 

It also means that cam- 
paigns to eliminate mice, 
rats, filles and other germ- 
carriers in  polioaffected 
areas henceforth will be 
done at public expense. 


Officials Discuss 
Scavenger Issue 


FUKUOKA (Kyodo)—Repre- 
sentatives from the Fukuoka 
Procurement Bureau, prefec- 
tural police and Okazaki village 
office yesterday met in confer- 
ence to study measures to pre- 
vent empty cartridge scavengers 
from being injured on U.S. fir- 
ing ranges. 

Procurement bureau repre- 
sentatives proposed that pine 
proves blocking visibility near 
targets should be cut down. 


Fukuoka prefectural police 
authorities, however, suggested 
asking the U.S. authorities to 
set up facilities to prevent cart- 
bridge pickers from entering the 
ranges. 


The authorities agreed to 
reach a conclusion after making 
an on-the-spot survey of the 
range yesterday afternoon. 


A boy scavenging for empty 
cartridges on the US. firing 
range at Okagaki-mura in the 
prefecture was killed on Friday 
when a practice bomb from a 
US. jet hit him on the head. 
Another youth had been injured 
on Thursday when hit by a fall- 
ing machinegun cartridge on the 
same range.

representatives attending. 


Coal Miners 
Stage Partial. 
Walkout 


Some 47,000 coal miners went 
on partial strike vesterday at 
30 collieries in Hokkaido and 
Kyushu in protest against re- 
trenchment policies of their em- 
plovers, 

The miners refused to work 
for one hour and 50 minutes 
in each shift, 

Taking part in the strike, call- 
ed by the 200,000-strong Japan 
Coal Mine Workers Union (Tan- 
ro), were employes of four lead- 
ing coal mining companies— 
Mitsubishi, Sumitomo, Furu- 
kawa and Yubetsu. 

The strike came on the heels 
of a 24-hour walkout staged on 
Wednesday in which some 43,000 
workers of 28 collieries in Hok- 
kaido and Kyushu were in- 
volved. 

In-Tokyo, Chairman Shigeru 
Hara and Secretary General 
Sadamu Koga of Tanro called 
on Munenori Akagi, chief Cabi- 
net secretary, yesterday morn- 
ing at the Prime Minister's offi- 
cial residence to demand Gov- 
ernment measures to meet the 
situation. 

They called for the establish- 
ment of a special committee on 
state control of coal mines for 
rehabilitation of the industry hit 
by a depression. 


Tsuzuki Stresses 
Care of A-Patients 


Dr. Masao Tsuzuki, professor 
emeritus at Tokyo University, 
yesterday stressed the need to 
give extensive medical treat- 
ment to atomic patients and to 
thoroughly analysize their phy- 
siological conditions. 

The atomic disease expert 
was speaking at a meeting of 
the Atomic Bomb After-Casual- 
ty Research Society at the 
Peace Memorial Hall in Hiro- 
shima. 

Present were about 300 doc- 
tors from university hospitais 
and the Atomic Bomb Casualty 
Commission. 

Prof, Masanori Nakaizumi of 
Tokyo University predicted that 
atomic patients might develop 
unexpected symptoms of radia- 
tion ailments. He said attention 
should be paid to radiation 
effects on cancer and senility. 

On Monday, the physicians 
will hear reports on ophthal- 
mological impediments caused 
by atomic radiation.

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Jet Fighter Issue 


The question of what type of jet fighter plane Japan 


should adopt for her air defense h 


always seemed to us a 


matter for the Defense Agency’s technical experts rather 
than for the politicians, although, of course, the question 
of cost must be given full consideration. 


It is strictly on the basis of all-round suitability of 
the plane to meet defense requirements that we think the 
present issue must be settled. The rival planes being 
considered are the Grumman Super Tiger F11F1F and the 


Lockheed Starfighter F104C. 


Some time ago the National Defense Council informally 
approved the selection of the Grumman Super Tiger F11F1F 
for the Air Self-Defense Force, the decision being of an 
informal nature, however, because various conditions, such 
as budgetary plans by Japan and the extent of financial 
assistance to be given by thie United States needed to be 


settled. 
Accordi 


ng to the Defense Agency’s plans at that time, a 


total of 300 Super Tigers were to be produced in Japan 
between the fiscal years 1960 and 1962, the cost to be borne 
equally by Japan and the United States. 

Production of the jet fighter was expected to be car- 
ried out joifitly by a number of Japanese makers. The 
bodies were to be built by the Mitsubishi.Heavy In- 
dustries, Reorganized, and the Kawasaki Aircraft com- 
panies; the engines by the Ishikawajima Heavy Industries 
Co. and possibly some other concerns. 

Recently, however, Prime Minister Kishi and other 
Government and Liberal-Democratic Party leaders came to 
the belief that Japan should choose the Lockheed Star- 
fighter as the nation’s new jet fighter. The politicians said 
they preferred the Lockheed machine because it was 
cheaper, but the Defense Agency is reported as basing 
a predilection for the Grumman plane on the ground that 
its performance is more suited to Japan’s needs. 


Some argument has arisen about the price of the Lock- 


heed machine. 


Last Thursday the Lockheed Aircraft Serv- 


ice Overseas expressed regret that the Defense Agency 
‘had questioned the reliability of the figure formally quoted 
as the price of the Lockheed Starfighter. 


This figure, it appears, was only a little more than 
half the price at which Lockheed had been delivering 


similar planes to the United States Air Force. 


The dis- 


crepancy was so great that the Defense Agency, lacking 
what it felt was a sufficient explanation, entertained doubts 
about the reliability of the Lockheed quotation. 


In these circumstances a meeting of the National De- 
fense Council was held Friday when various sides of the 
question were discussed. Prices of the Grumman, Lock- 
heed and Northrop jet fighters were considered, but no 


decision was reached. 


What we feel most in dealing with a problem like this, 
is that the nation’s policy must be decided very carefully 
with the aid of those who have expert knowledge of the 
matter, and that it would be a mistake for politicians, who 
lack the professional knowledge to make an unerring judg- 
ment, to make a decision which might be arbitrary and 
imprudent. The task of the politicians lies in determining 
the primary elements of policy and not in meddling in 


highly technical matters.

Western Art Museum 


The National Museum of Western Art opened yes- 
terday will, we hope, prove a spur to practical interest 


in art in this country. 


While the triumphs of Japanese traditional art in the 
past are matters of common knowledge, there is observable 
a growing interest in Japan in Western forms of art. 


Various experiments have been tried in this country in 
connection with the teaching of Western art with varying 
degrees of success, but there has been a lack of a good 
central collection which might have an educative influence. 
This need will now be supplied, and Prime Minister Kishi 
was right in expressing the hope that the new museum, 
representing the traditions of Western art, would play an 
important role in the cultural exchange between Japan 


and Europe. 


Although we do not look to see Japan’s inheritance 
in art to be superceded, we expect to see in her art, as in 
other departments of life and work, an increase of West- 


ern influence. 


The future, of course, is in the hands of the young 


people. 


We have observed with satisfaction the success 


of the modern art courses in Japan’s schools, and we be- 
lieve that the rising generation will prove able to carry 
on this country’s great artistic reputation in a manner | 


not unworthy of the past.

Whaling Negotiations at a Deadlock 


It was a matter for regret 
that the four-nation Antarctic 
Whaling Conference, which was 
held in Tokyo last month, end- 
ed in a failure. We were deep- 
ly concerned with the parley as 
its outcome would have a seri- 
ous bearing upon Japan’s whal- 
ing industry as well as the fu- 
ture operation.of the Interna- 
tional Whaling Convention. 

The conference came to a 
rupture one day ahead of its 
scheduled closing without 
reaching any agreement what- 
soever. The conference will be 
held once again in the middle 
of thi: month—this time in 
London—but there seems little 
hope that any satisfactory re- 
sult will be obtained there. 

At the meetings at the 
Prince Hotel in Shinagawa, To- 
kyo, wide difference was found 
among the demands of the par- 
ticipating nations—Japan, Nor- 
way, Britain and the Nether- 
lands. Japan demanded to 
have 4,500 blue whale units to 
maintain her six fleets. If she 
must reduce this quota, her 
policy was to buy the quotas of 
other fleets. Norway was ask- 
ing 5,000 units, Britain 1,300 
and the Netherlands 1,200. 

Norway's attitude at this con- 
ference was hard to understand. 
The Dutch delegation also was 
adamant in rejecting the sug- 
gested sale of its Wilhelm Ba- 
rentz expedition. However, the 
Norwegians showed even less 
flexibility throughout the nego- 
tiations. 

Crux of Issue 

It was this leader of the 
North Sea countries that de- 
manded Japan to cut her catch 
on the ground that they cannot 
afford to operate as economic- 
ally. 

The crux of the issue was 
whether or not to decide the 
quota in accordance with 
records. Norway hinted at a 
formula to decide the quota 
based on the catches of the past 
five years. This meant, in 
practice, an allocation based on 
Norway’s catch over a lengthy 
period, since in recent years it 
had gteadily gone down. 

Japan, on the other hand, was 
a comparatively new arrival in 
modern Antarctic whaling. She 
had to suspend her expedition 
for a period of some 10 years 
owing to the late war and her 
defeat in the Pacific. 

Moreover, her fleets had 
made a phenomenal advance in 
the years that had passed. Her 
catch had consequently in- 
creased year by year, and she 
Was just about to recover her 
prewar strength. 

It need scarcely be said that 
decision on the past records 
alone would be detrimental to 
this rising whaling nation. Ja- 
pan wanted recognition of her 
growing importance and an al- 
location based on her catches 
in recent years, which would 
give her a higher quota than 
would be decided, as Norway 
insisted, on the basis of a 


Even under the limitation of 
15,000 blue whale units set 
originally by the International 
Whaling Commission, her catch 
could hardly be said to be suf- 
ficient for maintaining her big 
fleets. Now, the four nations 
were demanded to share only 
80 per cent of it—12,000 units— 
since it had been agreed 
to give 3,000 units to the Soviet 
Union's single fleet. 

One possible way to come to 
an agreement would have been 
that Norway reduced her whal- 
ing fleets and allotted part of 
her whaling rights to other 
countries. 

Norway had nine feets, of 
which, however, three were old 
and inefficient. And it was sug- 
gested that Norway would offer 
to retire these three fleets and 
sell the rights to Japan.

Hidden Parpose 

The hidden purpose of the 
conference would, thus, seem to 
have been for Norway to check 
Japan in cooperation with the 
other three’ whaling nations, 
and it was not altogether with- 
out reason. 

The rapid advance of the 
Japanese whaling industry after 
the war was an eye-opener. The 
number of her whaling fleets 
has been rapidly increasing dur- 
ing the past several years. In 
1954, three years after the San 
Francisco Peace Treaty, Japan 
had only two fleets. In the year 
that followed, however, she 
could afford to send three 
fleets to the Antarctic region. 
Then, five fleets in 1957, and 
six in 1958. Her ’whaling force 
was doubled in a brief duration 
of five years. 

The rise in catch was even 
more striking. It started with 
2,000 whales (12.1 per cent of 
the total catch) in 1955, and has 
leaped to 5,037 whales (33 per 
cent of the total catch) in the 
last season. In the equipment 
of her fleets also, Japan had no 
rival. 

Norway naturally felt a sense 
of threat in the rapid rise of 
Japan. . It seemed now evident 
that, if left alone, Japan would 
sooner or later become a far 
greater whaling force to eclipse 
Norway. 

The fivenation whaling con- 
ference which was held in Lon- 
don last year was the first 
chance for Norway to hold this 
nation down. The conference 
assigned the Soviet Union 20 
per cent of the 15,000 blue 
whales allotted under the Inter- 
national Whaling Convention 
for the 1959-60 season. Division 
of the remaining 80 per cent 
was, thus, left as an issue to 
be solved by the other four 
whaling nations. 

Cause of the Evil 

The Soviet Union has, at pres- 
ent, only one fleet. Its catch 
in the last season was also in- 
considerable. It caught only 
1,601 whales. 

One will wonder why such a 
big quota, which is almost 
double its catch in these two 
years, had to be allotted to the 
Soviet Union’s single fleet. 

The reason was, ostensibly, 
the Soviet threat. The Soviet 
Union was reported to have it 
under contemplation to  in- 
crease its whaling force to 
seven fleets in the future, It 
was feared that, when this plan 
was realized, it would certainly 
constitute a grave menace to 
the other four nations. 

The London conference hasti- 
ly offered the Russians a quota 
of 3,000 units out of the total 
15,000 in return for a promise 


The deep-laid plot of Norway 
in suggesting this offer was, 
presumably, to force Japan 
down under the pretext of 
checking Russia. Since the So- 
viet Union has consented to 
this allocation, Japan also will 
have to accept her quota assign- 
. The allocation of 3,000 
whale units given to Russia 
must, then, be deemed as a 
moderate price. 

When the conference was 
convened last November, ar- 
rangements had already been 
made on this matter between 
the Kremlin and the Norwegian 
delegate, who actually did visit 
Moscow onthe eve of that con- 
ference. 

Japan, of course, took excep- 
tion to this decision in con- 
sideration of the grave influ- 
ence which it was expected to 
exert on her whaling indus- 
try. But, the pressure of the 
other four nations forced her to 
accept it, though conditionally. 

Anarchy in Whaling? 

As mentioned previously, one 
more gathering is scheduled in 
London this month before the 
annual meeting of the Interna- 
tional Whaling Commission. We 
regret to say, however, that 


there is little hope that it will 
break the deadlock which ‘has 
lasted for the past eight 
months. 


It is feared, in the light of the 
progress so far, that the parley 
will lead to no result. It will be 
remembered, moreover, that 
Japan, Norway and the Nether- 
lands have served notice that 
they will -“vithdraw from the 
International Whaling Conven- 
tion conditionally. If the dele- 
gates fail to reach agreement hy 
June 30, the notice of abroga- 
tion served by these nations 
will take effect, reducing the 
Convention, under which whale 
catches have so far been re- 
stricted since 1946, a mere scrap 
of r. 

zee Possible Result 

No one can predict what will 
happen then, but the most pos- 
Sible result will be a restricted 
whaling war in the Antarctic in 
the coming season, In that case, 
it can almost be foretold that, 
despite efforts by the govern- 
ments of these Antarctic whal- 
ing nations to restrict their 
whales, the total catch in the 
coming season will hit around 
18,000 blue whale units. This 
will, of course, be 3,000 more 
than the present ceiling set by 
the whaling commission, and 
far more than we should take. 

It will be remembered that 
whales breed very slowly, the 
female giving birth to young 
probably once in two years at 
most and thatit has been warn- 
ed that even 15,000 was too big 
in view of the fast dwindling 
whale sources. Our fear is that 
such a race woulc naturally lead 
to total extinction of the whale 
and the end of the day of the 
whalers. 

Thus, at the coming London 
conference, it is most likely 
that the emphasis will shift to 
measures. to be taken by the 
governments to prevent all-out 
whaling war in the south polar 
waters. We can hope, at least, 
that a way will be found some- 
how to work out a compromise.

Party Hold Broken 


Fight With Adenauer : 
Seen Aiding Erhard 


BONN (UPI)—Ludwig Er- 
hard’s chances to become the 
next Chancellor of West Ger- 
many soared Saturday on the 
strength of a week of public 
argument with Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer. 


With splitting the Christian 
Democratic Party wide open, the 
62-yearold economics minister 
undermined the iron control the 
83-year-old Chantellor has ex- 
erted over the party for the last 
10 years. * 

Informed. political sources 
said Erhard would not resign 
his Cabinet post of economics 
minister, even though it was ob- 
vious that the confidence that 
had existed between him and 
Adenauer was deeply shaken. 

They said Erhard would rest 
on the case he presented to 
Parliament Friday and bide his 
time for the proper opportunity 
to make his move. Adenauer’s 
term runs until 1961. 

Cries of “liar Chancellor” 
came from opposition Socialists 
Friday when Erhard disputed 
Adenauer’s version of events 
leading up to the old man’s 
turnabout decision to remain 
Chancellor instead of running 
for President this year. 

Erhard had been considered 
the leading candidate to suc- 
ceed him. Adenauer told the 
Parliament Thursday his deci- 
sion should have been no sur- 
prise since he told a Cabinet 
meeting May 14 he was almost 
convinced he should change his 
mind about running for Presi- 
dent. 

Erhard made it clear Friday 
that what the Chancellor fail- 
ed to add was that he had told 
a subsequent party meeting on 
May 26 that he definitely would 
run for President. However, 
Erhard did not make any di- 
rect charges against the Chan- 
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cellor and thus did not force 
the party to choose between 
them. 

He told Parliament he was 
not calling Adenauer a liar. He 
said he was just setting past 
records straight to “look to the 
future.” 

“I do not want my statement 
to be interpreted in a narrow 
party political sense,” he said. 

The way he handled it had 
the effect of leaving him the 
only logical candidate at the 
moment to fill Adenauer’s shoes 
in 1961. 


Budget Approved 

BONN (AP)—Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer’s 1959-60 budget 
of 38,900 million marks $9,500 
million, biggest in West Ger- 
many’s 10-year history, was ap- 
proved by Parliament Friday 
night. 

For the first time since West 
Germany became a state in 1949 
it was deemed necessary to 
float a loan to balance the bud- 
get. 

The measure gives Finance 
Minister Franz Etzel authority 
to issue federal bonds in 
amounts up to 300 million marks 
($714 million), 

Etzel said the loans are neces- 
sary because anticipated tax 
revenues will not be sufficient to 
cover expenditures in the fiscal 
year ending next March 31.

China the ‘Liberator’ 


Peiping Assumes New Role in Africa

CAIRO (EP)—The newest, 
most exotic, “colored,” anf am- 
bitious champion for anticolo- 
nial movements in Black Africa 
is, it must now be admitted— 
the People’s Republic of China. 

When Premier Chou En-lai 
recently announced in the Na- 
tional People’s Congress in Pei- 
ping that the “number of coun- 
tries that have established full 
or partial diplomatic relations 
with us has, in the past four 
years, increased from 20 to 33,” 
Chou was counting two more 
latest “diplomatic relations” es- 
tablished with yet not univer- 
sally recognized regimes in 
Africa, namely the “Union of 
the Cameroon People,” and the 
“Provisional Government of the 
Republic of Algeria.” 

Sure enough, Communist 
China today is playing the 
prima donna role in the inter- 
national Communist grand 
opera to “liberate” Africa from 
the white man’s yoke. 

Compared with the new role 
played by the Chinese Commu- 
nists and in turn the Chinese 
People’s Republic, the Commu- 
nfst Party of France is reduced 
to a third class comedian as far 
as Algeria is concerned and the 
Communist Party of Belgium to 
that of a by-standing property 
man as far as Congo is con- 
cerned. 

Indeed the “‘diplomatic rela- 
tions” between China and Al- 
geria are seen to be close and 
eordial. 

Reciprocal Visits 

After the “official” visit to 
China of the delegation of the 
provisional government of the 
Republic of Algeria, a military 
delegation of the same regime 
headed by Gen. Oussedik, Secre- 
tary of State of the provisional 
government, visited Peiping and 
traveled throughout China and 
inspected all kinds of military 
academies and arsenals from 
Manchuria to Sinkiang. 

As a result Gen. Oussedik has 
sent a group of Algerian young 
officers to China for military 
trading in guerrilla warfare tac- 
tics, on which the Chinese Com- 
munists claim they are the 
world’s topflight masters and 
which they had even taught the 
followers of Premier Castro of 


uba. 

The Chinese Republic is main- 
taining permanent diplomatic 
and military missions accredited 
to the provisional government 
of Algeria, advising, training, 
and planning for them on guer- 
rilla tactics against French 
forces which are fatigued and 
depressed after the decade of 
colonial warfare in North Af- 
rica. 

It is known here that the Chi- 
nese are supplying light auto- 
matic weapons and Molotov 
cocktails (a type of hand gren- 
ades) to the Algerians, while 
Soviet weapons came both di- 
rectly and via Cairo, 

China is now supplying 
“paper bombs” to Rhodesia, 
Nyasaland, the Union of South 
Africa, Kenya, Uganda, Tan- 
ganyika, Mozambique, Congo, 
Ruanda Urundi, and Cameroon 
in the form of books, pamphlets, 
weekly magazines, posters and 
handbills printed in various Af- 
rican -vernacular languages, 

Help from China 

As the 91-year-old American 
Negro scholar, Dr. W. E. B. Du- 
pois, pointed out both in Africa 
and from Radio Peiping: “Af- 
rica, up you stand! The Black 
Continent can get the maximum 
help and sympathy from China.” 

Just because of this new line 
of thinking within the Com- 
munist bloc, the new “interna- 
tional division of labor” system 
has allotted to China the role 
of standard-bearer for emanci- 
— all of Africa from Peng- 

zi to Johannesburg. 

Political critics in Cairo see 
such division of labor resulting 
in such role for China very 
clearly. They pointed out that 
China, too, had suffered from 
oppression by foreign imperi- 
alists, and that China had suc- 
ceeded in shaking off all kinds 


' of foreign yokes, and most im- 


portant of all, China is an 
Oriental, backward, and “color- 
ed” nation,

Mrs. Shigeko Tanabe, who re- 
ceived the Blue Ribbon Medal 
for her significant contribution 
to the protection of human 
rights in this country, holds an 
impressive list of titles.

Of the countless cases she has 
handled since then, Mrs. Tanabe

When she went to the mills’ 
dormitory to meet the girls, they 
poured out their story of how 
they were exploited through 
slave labor and confined in their 
dormitories like birds in a cage.

Mrs. Tanabe studied law at 
the Doshisha University in Kyo- 
to, one of the rare Japanese uni- 
versities that admitted women, 
in her young days. 

She later continued her re- 
search in laws concerning the 
family under the _ celebrated 


authority on civil law, Dr. 
Shigeto Hozumi. 
When young, Mrs. Tanabe 


planned to live and die a spin- 
ster and devote her life to the 
liberation of Japanese women, 

She changed her mind, how- 
ever, when she met the late 
Heigaku Tanabe, a professor of 
Waseda University, and main- 
tained the same ardor and devo- 
tion to him throughout their 
long married life. 


Mrs. Tanabe used to advise 
friends never to let their hus- 
bands see them with their make- 
up off. She herself practiced 
what she preached. 


While tending to her husband 
and raising two sons and two 
daughters, Mrs. Tanabe complet- 
ed the full translation of the 
voiuminous, ancient Hindu Code 
of Manu. 


This code demands absolute 
obedience of women to their 
parents through childhood and 
maidenhood, to their husbands 
throughout married life, and to 
their children in their old age. 
Naturally, Mrs. Tanabe was 
much interested in the code. 


Mrs. Tanabe has a heavy 
schedule every day that includes 
radio appearances, magazine ar- 
ticle writing, and her work as 
professor of Senshu University, 
vice president of the Anti Pros- 
titution Council, a mediator at 
the Tokyo Family Court, and a 
member of the Human Rights 
Protection Commission and the 
Labor Ministry’s Women and 
Juvenile Problems Council.
